First of all, I wish to thank my 1946 customers for their 
patronage, for their pictures of spikes grown from our stock 
and for their favorable comments in regard to the quality of 
stock received and service rendered. Only quality hand-cleaned 
inspected stock is shipped and I shall be glad to know if at any 
time our service and quality do not warrant your utmost satis- 
taction. ; 

Every effort has been made to list varieties I know will give 
you modern ribbons of color, will win on the show table and 
will be good investments for the future. A gladiolus has passed 
the test if you find it in this catalogue and it has a definite use 
in the garden, the show or in commercial floral channels. 

To Be or Not to Be 

This seems to be a must for every cataloguer. In the past 
I have always thought you were the best judge and I still con- 
tinue to have the same thoughts. A variety must satisfy a 
need of the grower and the florist, not the printer, if it is to 
be a worthy addition to the ever increasing gladiolus family, 
and live for more than a year or two. That is the basis of my 
growing and listing. Therefore, may I refer you to each vari- 
ety for my comments. The varieties listed in greater detail 
and in advance of the general list are new glads which I believe 
have great future possibilities. All of them have proved them- 
selves on the show table and some have already entered the 
commercial field. If you are a new grower and follow a few 
common sense cultural practices, the results in colorful gladi- 


olus will be beyond your expectations. 
DIP AND SPRAY 

Dip the bulbs before planting in one tablespoon of Lysol mixed thor- 
oughly with one gallon of water, Let them soak for six hours immediately 
preceding planting. 

Spray your glads weekly after foliage is in the third leaf to kill thrips. 
Two ounces of tartar emitic, six ounces of brown sugar. Mix well with 
three gallons of water.

Extra bulbs or overcount on all orders. My 1946 customers say this is 
more satisfactory than a complicated discount and certainly more inter- 
esting.

GOLDEN ARROW (Pruitt, Bastian) 


A true hight yellow with 18 buds, 8 florets open, 6 showing color. Grows 
60 inches in the field, always straight. Formal type; the 5% inch florets 
are well placed and firmly attached to stem. The buds, as they start to 
show color, are true yellow, and do not have the green cast as is common 
with most yellow Glads. Extremely healthy and vigorous, the foliage is 
very dark green. This is the yellow the commercial grower has been 
hoping for. Germination and propagation are excellent. Opens fine when 
cut tight and hot weather does not bother this Glad. Blooms in 85 days. 
Champion Three-Spike Seedling at the 1946 Springfield, Illinois, Show.

This looks like one of the winners in future 
scarlet competition. A glad that is hard to fault and it is a very good 
propagator. The price is high but it is worth it. Price has been set by 
the stock available.

This Glad is a tuffy. Will try to bloom in a desert. A medium pink cut 
flower, formal type Gladiolus. A 100 per cent cutter of very good 50-inch 
right proportioned spikes with very good placing and heavy textured wide 
open florets. The florets measure 4% inches with 8 to 10 open and 7 show- 
ing color on a 20-bud spike. Not a giant but just right for the floral 
trade.

A light La France pink variety, formal exhibition type, with the ability 
to open 9 or 10 wide open 5 to 5% inch florets. It grows to the height of 
55 inches and produces an 18 to 20 bud spike. Grand Champion Seedling 
and Reserve Champion of show at Ottawa, Illinois, 1945. Bulblet produc- 
tion is good. A definite challenger of Connecticut Yankee.

CHRISTINE (Cave) 

Christine and Bengasi are Cave’s best. They both are future greats and 
will be grown in large quantities as soon as enough stock is available. 

Christine is 
a 6-inch, beautiful, plain petaled, recurved, white Glad with good sub- 
stance and a stiff, strong stem. The stem is not thick or massive and it 
grows to a height of 56 inches. I like Christine and Chantilly.
